Handicapped 
Workers'Jobs 
Plea Voiced

The most remarkable succes 
story of recent years Is th 
contribution the physically hand 
capped have made to the war 
effort, declared K. E. Beadley 
local 'mana'ger of the Torranc 
USES offices, in urging supper 
of National Employ the Physic 
ally Handicapped Week from 
October 7-13. .

"Given the opportunity, they 
can be equally valuable to re­ 
conversion and peacetime pro­ 
duction. When the abilities o 
the worker are properly match 
ed with the requirements of the 
job, the work is well done re­ 
gardless of whether or not thi 
individual concerned has somi 
physical limitation. -

"As a matter of fact," he ex 
plained, "production figures 
prove that In many cases the 
physically handicapped actually 
lo better work than their non 
handicapped co-workers, and pos 
sibly because of their limitation 
.hey are more careful than the 
average. A recent survey of 300 
employers reveated that 51.1% 
had fewer accidents than the 
ablebodied.

"Any good business man 
wants returns from his invest­ 
ment," Bradley said, "and he 
gets his best returns from qual 
Ifled personnel. Fitness for a 
particular job should be the ba­ 
sis for employment, and when 
assigned to duties appropriate to 
his abilities, the- physically han­ 
dicapped individual can compete 
on equal terms with any other 
worker."

Inviting employers to phone 
their Job orders to the United 
States Employment Service of­ 
fices, Bradley suggested that 
they offer to consider all appli­ 
cants on the basis of .their abil­ 
ities, not their disabilities. "We'll 
match your Jobs with men and 
women who can do them well," 
he promised.

National Employment Week For The 
Physically Handicapped Observed

The week of October 7-13 
designated by .the President n; 
National Employment week foi 
the physically handicapped, wil 
be observed here by the Civil 
Service Commission and other 
Government agencies. Local Ci 
vil Service representative, H. G. 
Stullenburger, announced that a 
special effort would be made 
during the week to inform ap 
plicants for employment regard­ 
ing the government's program 
for the placement of physically 
impaired persons in the federal 
service. Disable war veterans 
particularly will be encouraged 
to seek Civil Service employ­ 
ment.

Since July 1, 1943, some 45,000 
persons with physical handicaps 
have been placed in federal field 
establishments, and of this total 
more than 10,000 were war vet­ 
erans. The Civil Service Com­ 
mission's -policy of encouraging 
the employment of those appli­ 
cants had two purposes to com­ 
pensate for the wartime man- 
rawer shortage, and to gain ex- 
Derience in the placement of the 
jhysically handicapped so that 
returning disabled veterans will 
be placed in suitable jobs which 

ill effectively utilize their high­ 
est employment skill.

During the war the commis- 
ipn's medical division studied 

the physical requirements of ap­ 
proximately 5,000 different kinds 
of Jobs in the federal civil serv- 
ce, particularly in arsenals, 

navy yards and other indus­ 
trial establishments of the 
government. The result of this 
study were put into an operat- 
ng manual which will guide 
fficials to match the physical 

capacities of impaired workers 
vith the physical demands of 
arious jobs. j

The Civil Service Commission 
believes that as a result of this 
program disabled veterans 
this war will have a much bet 
ler chance of securing a suit 
able government job than did 
veterans of World War I. 
  Information concerning 
ployment opportunities in the 
government service may be se­ 
cured from Stullenburger whose 
office is in the Post Office Build­ 
ing.

Overseas Mail 
Regulations 
Still in Effect

The war's end has not term! 
nated overseas package mailing 
regulations, Postmaster C. Earl, 
Conner, said today. '

Parcels for soldiers must be 
n the mail by midnight Oct. 15 

in order to arrive in time for 
Ihrlstmas, and no package may 

be sent after that date without 
a written request from a ser­ 
viceman, he said.

Meanwhile, there is no dead­ 
line for packages for sailors, 
marines or coastguardsmen, but 
*ifts to them should be mailed 
by Oct. 15 to assure their ar­ 
rival by Christmas.

Size and weight regulations 
have not changed and packages 
may not exceed five pounds in

eight, 15 Inches in length, or 
36 inches in length and girth 
combined, Conner added.
